the faith, &c. To all people to whom theſe pre- 


ſents ſhall come greeting: whereas our beloved 
and faithful ſubjects, the gentlemen, and others 


the pariſhioners of the twon of Mancheſter, 1 in our 


county palatine of Lancaſter, have in humble 


manner preferred their bill of ſupplication unto 
us, to this effect: That whereas in the ſaid town 


of Mancheſter, by the donation of Philip and 


Mary, our beloved ſiſter, King and Queen of Eng- 
land, a certain college was there founded ang 
endowed. 
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endowed with revenues, conſiſting of one Maſter 
or Warden, eight Fellows, two Chaplirs, four 
Clerks, and ſix Choriſters; in the church of which 
ſaid college, daily prayers are ſolmnly ſaid for 
us, and all our realm, the ſacrament, and other 
divine exerciſes celebrated; and the pariſhioners, 
our ſubjects, there abiding and reſiding, to the 
number of 10,000, and many others their neigh- 
bours near adjoining, are thereby inſtructed in all 
true Chriſtian piety, and kept in loyal obedience, 
- and under our government, and in honeſt conver- 
fation one with another. 


The which ſaid college, by reaſon of a ſta- 
tute made in the firſt year of our reign, is deemed 
in the judgment of divers, to be quite diſſolved, 
and fo come into our hands, or elſe not fo effec- 
tually ratified and confirmed in all points as were 
to be wiſhed ; and in regard thereof have ſhewed 
humbly unto us, to have the ſaid college colle- 
giate church and company, by our authority to be 
ratified, eſtabliſhed, and confirmed. 


Know yea, therefore, that we for the zeal we 
have to God's glory, and the advancement of his 
church's wealth and profits ; as alſo for the love we 
carry to our ſaid ſubjects, and care we have always 
to maintain therein, in all true religion and god- 
lineſs, in a gracious condeſcenſion unto their ſaid 
humble petitions of our own eſpecial favour, do 

for ourſelves, our heirs, and ſucceſſors, for ever 
a give, grant, and ordain, by virtue of theſe our let- 
ters, which we have cauſed to be made patent, 


that 
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that there ſhall be in the town of Mancheſter, for 
ever, one college, which ſhall be called by the 
name of Chriſt's College, in Mancheſter, by Queen 
Elizabeth, confiſting of one Warden prieft, by de- 
grees, Bachelor of Divinity, four Fellows prieſts, 
Bachelors of Arts; which ſaid college we have de- 
creed ſhall be erected, ordained, founded and eſta- 
bliſhed ; and by theſe preſents we do abſolutely or- 
dain and eſtabliſh the ſame, for ever to endure ; 


and do command the ſame to be effectually and 
inviolably obſerved and continued for ever. 


And furthermore, to the end, that our ſaid col- 
ege may be always renewed and repleniſhed with 
competent perſons in all reſpects, we make, ordain, 
and conftitute by theſe preſents, our well- beloved 
John Wulton, the firſt warden of the ſaid col- 
lege; John Mallyns, Alexander Nowell, Oliver 
Carter, and Thomas Williamſon, the firſt fellows 
of the ſaid perpetual college ; and by theſe preſents 
we do ordain and grant, for us and our heirs, &c. 
that the warden and fellows of the ſaid college, 
and their ſucceſſors in all reſpects, in deeds and 
name be from henceforth to continue and be one 
body incorporated and erected by Queen Eliza- 
beth. And the warden and fellows of Chriſt's Col- 
lege, in Mancheſter, of the foundation of Queen 
Elizabeth, and their ſucceſſors, by theſe preſents 
we do incorporate, erect, ordain, make, conſtitue, 
one incorporate body and body politic of the fame 
name, to continue and remain for ever. And 
which we ordain and grant for ever. 


Furthermore, 
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Furthermore, we will, and by theſe preſents or- 
Auld and grant for ourſelves, our heirs, &c. that 
the ſaid warden and fellows of Chriſt's'College, 
in Mancheſter, and their ſucceſſors, by the name 
of the warden and fellows of Chriſt's College, in 
Mancheſter, have continued ſucceſſion, and by 
the ſame name be, and ſhall be able perſons, 
and lawful in all reſpects, to have, ſeek up, and 
poſſeſs the goods, chattles, meſſuages, mea- 
dows, paſtures, rectories, tythes, &c. &c. as 
well of us, our heirs, &c. as of any other perſon 
due to be paid to them or their ſucceſſors, for any 
manner of territories holden either in fee, or by 
perpetuity, in all reſpects, effectually to do and 
perform all ſuch thing or things, at all times. 


Furthermore, we will for us, our heirs, &c. 
grant unto the ſaid warden and fellows, that 
from henceforth, they ſhall have one common ſeal 
to uſe, at all times, whenſoever the ſame ſhall be 
thought by them neceſſary to be employed in any 
cauſes, concerning the premiſes ſpecified in theſe 
our letters patent; and that they, or their ſucceſ- 
ſors, by the name of the warden and fellows of 
Chriſt's College, Mancheſter, may and ſhall be 
able to proſecute, defend, and be defended, anſwer 
and be anſwered, unto all manner of cauſes, quar- 
rels, actions, &c. in any courts, and againſt any 
perſons whatſoever in this our realm of England, 
and before any of the juſtices and judges. 


And we do appoint, by the death of the ſaid 
John Wulton, or otherwiſe, when the office of 
warden

warden ſhall be void of an incumbent, that in his 
place ſhall ſucceed and be warden, a prieſt, ſo 
that he be Bachelor in Divinity, ſhall be placed in 
the ſaid room, or our ſucceſſors, from time to time, 
by our letters ſealed and ſigned by the great ſeal 


of England. 


Alſo, when or how often ſoever, by death or 
otherwiſe, it ſhall happen, any of the fellowſhips be 
void, we will, that in the room ſhall ſucceed, ſome 
one, at leaſt, Bachelor of Arts, that ſhall be choſen. 
or elected thereunto by the warden and the reſt 
of the fellows, or of the greater number of them, 
of which number we will have the warden to be 
one; and the ſame fellow fo choſen, to be con- 
firmed in his place, by letters and the common 
ſeal of the ſaid college thereunto annxed. And 
we will that he be thus choſen and declared to be 
fellow, and them and every of them, and their 
ſucceſſors after them, after the ſame manner to be 
elected and confirmed fellows of the ſaid Chriſt's 
College, in Mancheſter, of the foundation of 
Queen Elizabeth, for ever. 


Furthermore, we will and ordain, that in the ſaid 
college, there be for ever, two chaplains or vicars, 
which ſhall viſit the ſick and adminiſter the ſacra- 


ment, and other divine ſervices in the college, in 
the pariſh of Mancheſter. | 


Alſo, that there be in the ſaid college for ever, 
four laymen and four children, ſkilled in muſic, to 
| ſing, 
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ſing, ſay prayers, read chapters, and continue other 
divine exerciſes, in the ſaid collegiate church. 


We name and appoint for the time only, that 
Robert Barber and Thomas Richardſon, be the 
firſt chaplains or vicars. 


And that Robert Leigh, Charles Leigh, Philip 
Goſnett, and John Glover, be the firſt ſinging men; 
and Anthony Glover, Hugh Shallcroſs, Mark 
Leonard, and William Ellam, be the firſt children, 
| ſkilled and expert in muſic to be in the ſaid college. 


Whenever, or how often, by death, or otherwiſe, 
it ſhall happen, any chaplain, choriſter, or ſinging 
man, or finging child, by change of voice, or 
otherwiſe, be void, we will, that there be always 
another placed in the vacant room, by the warden 
and fellows, and their ſucceffors, or by the greater 
number of them, whereof we will that the warden 
be always one. 


Alſo, we will, that the ſaid warden, fellows, 
chaplains, laymen, and children, ſhall be choſen 
and received into the ſaid college, and ſhall have 
ſuch yearly ſtipends, as be by us deputed and pre- 
{ſcribed unto them. 


We dolimit and appoint unto the warden every 


oy that he ſhall be preſent and reſident, four ſhil- 
ings. | 


To every fellow, every day he ſhall be preſent, 
ſixteen pence, 


To: 


„ 


Io every chaplain, ſix pence halfpenny far- 
thing a day. 


To every choriſter, four pence halfpenny a day. 


To every ſinging boy, two pence halfpenny 
farthing a day. 


We will, that one college houſe be provided for 
the warden, if he be preſent, or in his abſence, the 
ſub-warden, without any rent. 


And becauſe we are given to underſt.ad, that 
the ſaid college hath ſuſtained great loſs by the ab- 
ſence of the wardens, who diſcharged no part of the 
duty and charge by their office required of them, 
but did dra the greateſt part of the revenues of 
the college: we decree, that hereafter, the warden 
nor fellows, for the time being, ſhall not receive 
any rents, revenues, &c. of the ſaid college, but 
only when they are preſent, or go to viſit the ack, 


or preach in ſome village in the pariſh of Mancheſ- 
ter. 


The money that ſhall ariſe by the abſence of the 
warden and fellows; our will is, ſhall be converted 
towards founding a competent houſe for the war- 
den and fellows, ti!l they ſhall be ſufficiently ro 


_ vided. 


After the ſaid houſe ſhall be finiſhed, we decree, 
that every day the warden ſhall be abſent, twenty 
four pence of his ſtipend; and for every day the 
fellows ſhall be abſent, eight pence ſhall be em- 
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ſhips. Then, and ſo often it ſhall be lawful for 
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ployed to the better furniſhing of the table and 
diet of the reſt of the company or ſociety which 
ſhall be preſent ; and the reſt of the warden's ſti- 
pend, twenty four pence ; and of the fellows eight 
pence, every day they are abſent, ſhall be diſtribut- 
ed in bread, &c. to ſome poor inhabitants of the 
town, at the diſcretion of the fellows ; but if the 
warden be preſent, he ſhall receive of the pre- 
ſent, four pence a day, and of his ſtipend who is 
abſent, eight pence a day, to beſtowed upon the 
poor, | 


And we ordain and determine, that neither war- 
den, nor the fellows ſhall receive any of the re- 
venues, nor give any voice in chapter-houſe, until 
ſolemnly by oath, before the reſt, and three or 
four gentlemen of the pariſh; then witneſſes, then 
preſent, he or they have bound themſelvs to keep 
and obſerve this our ſtatute in all points, not to take 
one penny of Wiſh a of the college, upon the 
conditions above or to be annexed ; and that they, 
ſhall not ſeek for, procure, purchaſe, nor obtain 
any diſpenſation to the contrary, be given or gran- 
ted by us, our heirs, &c. or by any eccleſiaſtical 
perſons or civil, neither ſhall accept of any ſuch 


manner of diſpenſations offered unto them, by any 


per ſon whomſoever, under pain of perjury, 


And if either the warden or any of the fellow 
do the contrary, they ſhall be (ipſo facto) account- 
ed and deemed perjured perſens, and ſhall no 
longer hold their places of wardenſhip or fellow- 


us, 
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us, our heirs, & c. the caſe ſtanding, ſubject into 
place of the parties ſo offending againſt this ſta- 
tute, another warden, as effectually in all reſpects, 
as if the late incumbent were dead. 


And likewiſe it ſhall be lawful for the warden 
and fellows, to ſubſtitute another new fellow in the 
place of the ſaid late fell, being perjured, as if 
he were dead. 


We do permit unto the warden, ſo often as he 
ſhall be thereunto neceſſarily occaſioned, for eve- 
ry three months, to wit, fourſcore days in the year, - 
to be abſent from the college, for his recreation 
and viſiting his friends; and, during this time, It 
ſhall be lawful for him to receive his daily ſtipend 
of four ſhillings per day. | 

Unto every fellow, is permitted quarterly, fif- 
teen days, or threeſcore days in the whole year, 
wherein it ſhall ve lawful for him to be abſent, 
during that time, to receive his ſtipend of ſixteen 
pence a day. 


Alfo, ſo often as it ſhall happen, either the war- 
den or any fellow to be abſent touching neceſſary 
affairs of the college, by the conſent of the warden 
and the ſociety ; then he ſhall receive the reſt of 
the ſtipend, as if he were preſent. 


Furthermore, of our ample grace and good-will, . 
we have granted full power and authority to our, 


beloved the Biſhops of London and Rocheſter, the 
Deans of St. Paul's and Weſtminſter, for the time 


being, to them, or any two of them, that they ſhall 
B 2 make 
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make or ordain ſuch wholeſome ſtatutes or de- 
crees, concerning the right government of the ſaid 


college, or any member thereof, the warden, fel- 
lows, chaplains, laymen, and finging boys, for the 
time being by virtue of theſe letters patents, con- 
cerning their, or any of their- wages, or any other 
thing whatſoever reſpecting due order or govern - 
ment of the {41d college, or any member thereof. 
ſo that the ſaid ſtatutes be not repugnant to theſe 
letters patents, contained and expreſſed, which 
ſaid ſtatutes, by the perſons above named, ſo to be 
| made as aforeſaid, we will grant, and by theſe let- 
{t ters patents, command the ſame inviolably tobe 
9 obſerved and kept, from time to time, for ever. 


And furthermore, to the end that our good 
meaning may take effect for the corroborating of 


the premiſes: —Know ye, that we of our meer 
favour and knowledge have given and granted by 


theſe preſents, for us, our heirs, &c. do give and 
grant unto the warden and fellows of Chriſt's 
College, in Mancheſter, founded by Queen Eli- 
zabeth, for ever, all thoſe meſſuages, tenements, 
and cottages, with their appurtenances in Man- 
cheſter, Newton, Deanſgate, and Kirkman's- 
Hulme, in the pariſh of Mancheſter, and the coun- 
ty aforeſaid ; now in the ſeveral occupations of

dities, emoluments, moieties, poſſeſſions, re- 
verſions, and other our kereditaments whatſoever, 
as well ſpiritual as temporal whatſoever, of what 
kind, nature, degree or condition ſoever they 
{hall be, or by what name ſoever they ſhall be 
known and called by in Mancheſter aforeſaid, 
in our ſaid county of Lancaſter, in our county 
of Cneſter above named, or in either of them, 
or in any other place whatſoever, within this our 
realm of England, which heretofore of late, or 
"0h former times were belonging, or in any way 
Pl appertaining unto the ſaid college of Mancheſter, 
| or to the maſter or warden and fellows of the 
ſaid college and pariſh, or to either of them, 
before the date of theſe ſaid letters patent, and 
wherewith were any manner of way in whole or 
in part, of old time or of late, appertaining unto 
the ſaid maſter or warden of the ſaid college 
1 and the officers thereof, or to any of them, or 
N wherewith we are ſo taken, reputed, and deemed 
" to belong to the ſaid college, or to any member 
thereof, or officer whomſoever, by any manner, 
right, or title or intereſt, whereby we have been 
= - inveſted in the ſame or whatſoever right, title, 
or intereſt we now have, or heretofore have had 
| therefrom, to have and to hold and poſſeſs, all. 
h and every the aforeſaid manors, meſſuages, 
. territories, tenements, rents, reverſions, ſervi- 
[ tures, hereditaments, churches, chapels, obitts, 
1 lands,

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lands, tythes, oblations, liberties, 
ments, privileges, and all and every other . 
premiſes by theſe preſents above granted, with 
all and every other their appurtenances unto the 
ſaid warden and fellows of Chriſt's College in 
Mancheſter, founded by Queen Elizabeth, for 
ever, to the proper uſe and behalf of the ſaid 
warden and wardens, and fellows of Chrift's 
College in Mancheſter, founded by Queen Eli- 
zabeth and her ſucceſſors, for and to be holden 
of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, in free, pure, and 
_ perpetual alms, yielding and paying unto us, 
our heirs and ſucceſſors, all the time of the 
vacancy of every warden and fellows, ſuch 
ſums of money for firſt fruits, as by the laws 
and ſtatutes of this realm, ought to be yielded, 
and pay to us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, and as 
hath been in former time accuſtomed to be 
yielded and paid. 


And furthermore, of our more abundant 
favour, certain knowledge, and meer motion we 
give and grant by theſe preſents, to the aforeſaid 
warden and fellows of Chriſt's College in 
Mancheſter aforeſaid, fpecial licence, free 
liberty and authority to have, aſk, and receive 
for themſelves, and their ſucceſſors for ever, over 
and beſides the premiſes above granted, by theſe 
preſents, as well of us, our heirs, and ſucceſſors, 
as of any other perſon or perſons whatſoever, all 
or any manor, meſſuages, territories, tenements, 
rectories, tythes, proctorſhips, advowſons of 
churches, rents, revenues, ſervitors, and other

hereditaments whattoever, with the appurtenances 
within this our realm of England, or any other 
our dominions, which are not holden of us, our 
heirs and ſucceſſors, immediately, in capite, or 
otherwiſe, by king's ſervice, fo they do not 
exceed the clear value or yearly value of thirty 
pounds ever, and beſides all charges according 
to the true ancient value of the ſame. 


And furthermore, we give and grant by theſe 
preſents, ſpecial licence to all manner of perſon 
or pertons whatſoever, that he, or they, ſhall and 
may lawfully give, grant, fell, bequeath, and 
alienate unto the ſaid warden and fellows of 
Chriſt's College in Mancheſter aforeſaid, and 
their ſucceſſors, to their only uſe for ever, all 
manner of manors, meſſuages, territorios, tene- 
ments, rectories, tythes, advowſons of churches, 
rents, reverſions, ſervitors, and all other their 
hereditaments whatſoever, with the appurtenances 
which are not holden immediately of us, or our 
ſuc et ſſors in capite, or otherwiſe, in king's ſervice, 
ro the aforeſaid yearly value of thirty pounds, 


over and beſides all charges, according to the 


true ancient value thereof, ro have, hold, occupy 
and enjoy the ſame in manner of mortmaine, 
unto the ſaid warden and fellows of Chriſt's 
College in Mancheſter, founded by Queen Eli— 
zabeth and her ſucceſſors, to poſſeſs the ſame for 
ever, any ſtatute, act, ordinance, decree, proviſo, 
reſtraint, cauſe or cauſes, thing or things, to the 
contrary notwithſtanding; and alſo to have and 

enjoy 
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enjoy the ſame without any brief or briefs, or 
any other licence or letters patent, inquiſitions 
or mandates, by our heirs or ſucceſſors in this 
behalf, to be had or made, or to be preſented, 
obtained, or retrieved at their hands, or to be 
put in execution as coming from them; and alſo 
without impeachment, moleſtation, let, or hind- 
rance of our heirs or ſuccefors, juſticiaries, eſ- 
cheats, lieutenants, coroners, bailiffs, or any 
other of our miniſters and officers, and the mi- 
niſters and officers of our heirs and ſucceſſors 
whatſoever or whomſoever, and without any 
fine or fines paving unto our uſe, or to the uſe of 
our heirs an4 ſucceſſors, for the obtaining licence 
of the faid alienation.

And furthermore of our ſpecial favour, for us 
our heirs and ſucceſſors, we will and grant by 
theſe preſents unto the warden and fellows of the 


college 
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college aforeſaid, free liberty to ſearch, ind ; 
require all and every .the lands and tenements 


which at this time do belong to the ſchool of 
Mancneſter, albeit they be holden in capite, or 
king's ſervice, and ſtatute of land in mortmain 
to the contrary notwithſtanding, and unto every 
perſon and perſons by virtue of theſe preſents, we 
give and grant licence to give, grant, and alienate 
unto the ſaid warden and fellows of the manor 


aforeſaid; and for vs, our heirs and ſucceſſors, we 
will, and by theſe preſents do grant unto the ſa'd 
warden and fellows of the ſaid college, that they 
ſhall and may have theſe our letters patent, made 
and ſealed under our great ſeal of England, with- 
out any fine or fee, great or little, to be paid in 
ſaid Exchequer, or in any other place, to be made 
unto our uſe for the ſame. 


Provided always nevertheleſs, that we and our 
aſſignees, have, hold, occupy and enjoy, and may 
have, hold, occupy and enjoy all manner of 
tythes and portions of tythes and corn whatſoever, 
expreſſed and ſpecified in one certain indenture, 
bearing date the twelfth day of December, in 
the eighteenth yesr of our reign, betwixt us of 
the one part, and Thomas Herle, maſter, or 
warden and fellows, and chaplains of the college 
of the Bleſſed Lady of Mancheſter in the county 
of Lancaſter, of the foundation of Philip and 
Mary late king and queen of England, made and 
indented on the other part, and by the ſaid eſcript 
or indenture ſuch things as are expreſſed to be 
given, granted or demiſed according to the true

intent of the ſaid eſcript or indenture, and that all 
and all manner of perſons unto whom we have 
granted or demiſed the aforeſaid tythes, in writ- 
ing, by our letters patent, their executors and

A True Copy of the Foundation of 
the COLLEGE Of MANCHESTER. 
by Aing Charles the Firſt. Dated 
September goth 163z. 


HARLES the Firſt by the grace of God, 

King of England, Scotland, France and 
Ireland, Defender of the Faith, &c. To whom 
theſe preſents ſhall come greeting. 


Whereas our well beloved and faithful ſubjects 
the gentlemen and others, the pariſhioners of the 
town of Mancheſter, alias Mancãſter, in the county 
palatine of Lancaſter, have in humble manaer 
proffered many and grievous complaint unto us, 
that whereas in the aforeſaid town of Mancheſter, 
alias Mancaſter, there is a certain college, con- 
fiſting of one warden and four fellows, which was 
rounded and endowed by the late queen Elizabeth 
of moſt bleſſed memory, in the twentieth year of 
her reign, in which ſaid college, two chaplains, 
four laymen, and four bovs ſkilful in muſic were 
continually to endure, which college was alſo 
erected for that end, that in the church thereof 
there ſhould be daily prayers iolemnly made for 
us and for our kingdoms, the ſacrament, and 


other 
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other divine ſervice ſhould be celebrated, and our 
ſub jects the pariſhioners which are there to the 
number of twenty thouſand men and more, and 
other neignbours, might be inſtructed in the 
duties of piety towards God, and obedience 
towards us, and of honeſt life and converſation 
towards one another; nevertheleſs, whether it 
came to paſs by carelefſneſs and abſence, or 
covetouſneſs of the warden and fellows, the 
greateſt part of the revenues of the ſaid college, 
is of certain private men withholden and wrong- 
fully uſurped, ſo that the juſt ſtipend was not in 
readineſs for the fellows, chaplains, and the reft 
the miniſters in the ſame. And furthermore ſo 
great danger from the church itſelf, that was 
ready to fall, did hang over the heads of them 
that entered thereinto, that many pariſhioners_ 
durſt hardly fetch thence the ſpiritual food of 
their ſouls for the danger of their bodies, where- 
upon the fellows being deſtitute of neceſſaries 
for their living, did alſo fear that the people 
would be ſhortly deſtitute of the elderſhip itſelf, 
except we would vouchſafe abundant grace, which 
they did moſt humbly beſeech, to afford remedy 
to ſo many and ſo great evils. We being careful 
of piety, and likewiſe of the truth, nor willingly 
ſuffering that rather our ſubjects or the college 
of our ſo famous anceſtors, in leyalty erected, 
ſhould travel under ſo great injuries, have com- 
mitted the whole matter to our moſt faithful. 
privy counſellors, the moſt reverend Father in 
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God, William, archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
primate of all England, and metropol:tan, 
Thomas Lord Coventry, of Ayleſbury, Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal of England, and Henry 
Earl of Mancheſter, Lord Keeper of the Privy 

Seal, to be thoroughly examined; who, after all 
things were thoroughly preſerved, which could 
be herein ſaid, have found the miſeries of the 
college are not unequal to the complaints, or 
verily greater, and that they are altogether let 
in by the warden, or at leaſt chiefly by his de- 
fault. It ſeemed therefore to us a matter worthy 
to be committed to the examination of our com- 
miſſioners in eccleſiaſtical cavſes; who after grave 
deliberation and due examination had therein, 
did proceed in due order of law againſt the 
warden, being before challenged perſonally to 
anſwer, have for theſe and other grievous cauſes 
beforementioned, removed the warden from the 
office and place of a warden, by whom further- 
more it hath been manifeſted, that he the ſaid 
warden hath wittingly obtained from a certain 
oath expreſſed in the letters patent of the ſaid 
queen concerning the not receiving of any rents 
for the college, except for the days in which he 
was preſent, which being not performed, neither 
could he be warden, wherefore, and for divers 
other cauſes appearing to the ſame commiſſioners, 
they have pronounced him non warden fince the 
firſt uſurping of that name. Whereupon the 
fellows by him choſen were indeed fellows, and 
in 
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in the judgment of men ſkilful in the law. The 
ſaid college altogether diſſolved, or truly hath 
none, or elſe a very uncertain foundation, where- 
fore the aforeſaid lords have humbly ſupplicated 
us, that we, for the continuation and reſtoration 
of the ſame college, would vouchſafe, anew, 
afreſh, erect, found and eſtabliſh the ſame, _ 

Know yea, therefore that we, for the piety we 
have toward God and his church, and charity 
towards our ſubjects, and ſingular care for their 
holy inſtructions, willingly and graciouſly agree- 
ing to ſuch a ſupplicaticy, we of our ſpecial 
grace, and certain knowledge, for us, our heirs 
and ſucceſſors, do will, grant, and ordain, that 
by the virtue of theſe letters patent, there ei- 
ther may cr ſhall be in the aforeſaid town of 
Mancheſter one college, in all future time per- 
petually to endure, which ſhall be called Chriſt's 
College in Mancheſter, founded by King Charles 
the Firſt, and we have decreed that college to be 
ordained, created, and eſtabliſhed, conſiſting of 
one warden at leaſt, bachelor in divinity, or of 
canonical or civil laws, and four fellows at the 
leaſt, maſter of arts, or bachelor of laws, as 
E aforeſaid, godly, honeſt, and learned men, able 
holily to inſtruct our ſubjects there, and in places 
near adjoining, and we do erect, create, ordain, 
found and eſtabliſh the ſame college by the tenor 
of theſe preſents, really and fully for ever, to 
continue and command by theſe preſents, ſted- 
faſtly and for ever, inviolably to be obſerved, 
and to the intent the aforeſaid college may be 


ſer forth and repleniſhed with fit perſons, in all

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their ſeveral places and degrees, we do make 
and ordain, and by theſe preſents conſtitute our 
well-beloved Richard Heyriſk, firſt warden of 
the ſaid perpetual college, William Bourn, 
Samuel Boardman, Richard Johnſon and Peter 
Shaw, firſt fellows of the ſaid perpetual college, 

and we will, and by theſe preſents do ordain and 
grant, and for our heirs and ſucceſſors, that the 
afore{a'd warden and fellows of the college afore- 
faid and their ſucceſſors in every reſpect, in deed 
and in name, henceforth may and ſhall be one 
body corporate and politic, of themſelves for ever,

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Warburton and Edmund Hall, be the firſt boys 
to ſerve in the college church and pariſh of 
Mancheſter, and whenſoever and ſo often as by 
death, or otherwiſe, it ſhall happen that the 
place of any chaplain or vicar, or of any other 
man ſkilful in muſic, or of any boy through 
change of voice, or otherwiſe be void, we will 


that another or others be choſen and named after 
the like manner, by the ſaid warden and fellows, 
and their ſucceſſors, or by the greater part and 


number of them, and of whom we will that the 
warden be one, which from time to time ſucceed 
into the vacant room; we do alſo conſtitute and 
will, that there be in the ſame college continu- 
ally, a ſub- warden, a treaſurer or purſer, a col- 
lector, a regiſter, a maſter of the choriſtry, an 
inſtructor, an organiſt, a bailiff, after the like 


manner to be choſen by the warden and fellows 


and their ſucceſſors, or by the greater part or 


number of them, from time to time, yearly, in

ſome general day of account, twenty days or 
thereabouts, before the feaſt day of the Nativity 
of our Lord, and that the ſub-warden, treaſurer 
and gatherer be of the number of the fellows, and 
the other aforeſaid officers to be choſen for ever, 
to be of the reſt of the collegiates. The warden 
alſo, and the fellows and their ſucceſſors, may at 
other times alſo chuſe ſuch officiaries, if by death

certainly underſtood that the college founded by 
Queen Elizabeth, hath ſuſtained moſt grievous 
loſſes and evils, either by the negle& or fraud 
and deceit of the wardens, who, that either their 
gains might encreaſe, or that they might more 
ſecurely adventure any thing by right or wrong, 
have in the defect of fellows refuſed. to call a 
chapter, or to chuſe fellows or other collegiates 


and officers into the vacant rooms, ſo that for 


many years together the places of the fellows, 
chaplains, laymen and choriſters, have remained 
void, to the diſgrace of the divine worihip and 
detriment of the college and the pariſhioners, we 
appoint, ordain and will, that within thirty days 
after that any fellows, chaplains, laymen, choriſ- 
ters or officers place ſhall be void, the warden at 
the time exiſtent, and having knowledge thereof, 
| ſhall be bound to affemble the heads for the 
choofing of a new fellow or chaplain, or layman 
or choriſter, or officer whatſoever, either by him- 
ſelf or by his proctor, and him to be one of the 
. fellows, and that under the pain of removing him, 
the place and office of a warden, (iplo facto) and 
that he certify three days before tne election, to 
be held to the reſt of the fellows concerning the 
buſineſs to be accompliſhed, ſo many as are 
known to be within the pariſh from any, chapter, 
and we will, that under the ſame penalty afore- 
ſaid, the warden at the time exiſtent, ſhall be 
bound with his own voice, alſo to confirm and 
chooſe him or them into the void place of a fel- 
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low, chaplain, layman, clerk or choriſter, or other 
officer whatſoever who bath more voices in the 
chapter-houſe on his ſide, we will alſo, in any 
buſineſs of the college whatſoever, that the greater 
number of the voices prevail, and that the warden 


exiſtent at the time, ratify and confirm theſe. things 


which are contended for of the greater number, 


and becauſe of thoſe fellows remaining, it is hard 
to conjecture, becauſe one at the leaſt in every 


election will, in the giving of voices conlent 


with the warden, whereupon the number of voices 


will be equal on both ſides, we will, and do 
appoint, that whenſoever and as often as two or 
more ſuing for one and the ſame place of a fellow 
being void, do ſtrive betwixt themſelves with 
an equal number of voices, if no man within 
two months time ſhall be elected in the vacant 
place, it ſhall be lawful for us, and our heirs and 
ſucceſſors, to chooſe and name a fellow, ſome 
maſter of arts or bachelor of laws, and he fo 
choſen or named ſhall be a fellow, we will alſo, 
and grant for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, that 
the Biſhop of Cheſter and his ſucceſſors, have 
power and licence to viſit the ſaid college, and 
to enquire concerning the obſervation of the 
ſtatutes, and to core manners and excels 1n the 
chapter-houſe of the ſaid college every third year, 
according to common law, and moreover fo often 
as for ſome grievous cauſes he ſhall be deſired by 


the warden and one of the fellows, or of all the 


fellows, the warden himſelf being againſt it, we 
inſtitute alſo that every fellow publicly after his 


election, mall take an oath touching the holy

zabeth, and to their ſucceſſors; or which have 
been granted or mentioned to be granted by 
King Philip and Queen Mary, late King and 
Queen of England, by their letters patent bearing 
date the 13th day of July, in the 3d or 4th 
year of their reign, to the maſter or keeper and 
fellow chaplains of the college of the bleſſed 
Mary of Mancheſter, in the county of Lancaſter, 
of the foundation, of Philip and Mary, King and 
Queen of England, and to their ſucceſſors, or 
which did appertain or belong lately, or in times 
paſt to the ſaid college, or either of them, or to 
the ſaid warden and fellows, late of the ſaid 
Chriſts College in Mancheſter, founded by

ſeized, or whatſoever right, or title, or intereſt, 
we have had therefrom to the wardens and fellows 
of Chriſt's college in Mancheſter, founded by 

King Charles, and to their ſucceſſors for ever, to 
have, hold, and enjoy, all and ſingular the 
manors, meſſuages, lands, tenements, rents, re- 
revenues, ſervices, hereditaments, churches, 
chapels, abbey lands, tythes, liberties, franchiſes, 


privileges, and all and ſingular the premiſſcs by 


theſe preſents above granted, with all their ap- 
purtenances aforeſaid, to the proper neceſlity and 
uſe of the ſame warden and fellows of Chriſt's 
College in Mancheſter, founded by King Charles, 
and of their ſucceſfors for ever, to be holden from 
us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, for a free, pure, and 
perpetual alms for all ſervices and demands what - 
ſoever; we determine, order and will, that the 
aforeſaid warden and fellows, chaplains and men, 
or clerks or laymen ſkilful in muſic, and boys

. 
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and every of them, which ſhall be aſſumed and 
choſen into the ſaid college, ſhall receive all ſuch 
and fo great a ſtipend of the fruits and rents of 
the ſaid college as ſhall yearly increaſe unto the 
{ame ; but when the revenues of the college ſhall 
be augmentel, the diliniſſion of the tythes being 
ended, all of them for the moſt part, may hope 
for and have an increaſe of their wages, that is to 
ſay, the warden ſhall receive 70l. yearly, every 
one of the fellows ſeverally 351. yearly, of the 
rents of the college, every chaplain, 171. 10s. 
yearly, and whatſoever beſides ſhall be due for 
the ſolecmnizing of marriages (ſaving always the 
rights of pariſh clerks) and thofe other ſmall 
profits which the chaplains have heretofore been 
accuſtomed to have in Queen Elizaveth's ſoun- 
dation, for the performing of certain offices in 
the church ; every man whether clerk or layman, 
ſhall receive and have ten pounds yearly; every 
boy ſkilful in muſic, gl. yearly. And whereas 
a demiſſion or demiſſion of tythes expreſt in cer- 
tain writings or indentures, between Richard 
Murrey, late reputed warden of Chriſt's college 
in Mancheſter, founded by Queen Elizabeth, and 
the fellows of the ſaid college on the one part, 
and Thomas Fenſhaw, Eſq, another, or others 
whoſe names were inſerted to the uſe and profit 
of the ſaid Richard, on the other part, ſhall be 
ended or evacuated ; otherwiſe we will that the 
wardens and fellows aforeſaid and their ſucceſſors, 
receive increaſe of yearly increaſed rents and re- 
verſions of the college, yet fo as that every one 
of the fellows particularly, have only one half 
| portion 
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portion to the warden, or that the warden ſurpaſs 


any. one fellow in a double proportion, which 
proportion, we will, that it be obſerved in re- 


ceiving the former profits; we determine alſo and 


will, that neither the warden nor any of che fel- 
lows ſhall receive any profit of the fines or 
demiſſions whatſoever, until the collegiate church 
| as far as belongeth unto the college, (according to 
the dignity and honour of the place) be repaired; 
and that then there be provided a houſe or hoſes 
where the warden and feilows, and their ſucceſ- 
ſors, may dwell, either together or aſunder ; yet 
becauſe Samuel Bordman and Richard Johnſon, 
two clerks and fellows of the aforeſaid college, 
have beſtowed much labour, time, and money, in 
following the cauſe of the aforeſaid college, and 
for the common good of the collegiates, it ſhall 
be lawful for the ſaid lords to beſtow upon the 


ſaid fellows, whatſoever they ſhall think good f 


the fines afcreſaid, for their expences in the cal- 
lege cauſe; we will alſo, that the chaplains, men 
or clerks, laymen, boys, have increaſe according 
to the ſound diſcretion of the warden and fellows; + 
we do determine alſo, ordain and will, that no 
tithes whatſoever, be demiſed to any perſon or 
perſons whatſoever, the fines being firſt taken to 
the diminiſhing of che yearly value or price of 
tithes, which otherwiſe might come to the uſe of 
the college; we determine and will, that no 
demiſſions of meſſuages and tenements whatſoever 
| hereafter to be granted, made for any longer time 
than for the term of 21 years in poſſeſſion, and 
not for term of lives whatſoever, and if the war- 
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den or any fellow ſhall do otherwiſe, that ke be 
removed from the college for that deed. And 
whereas in the foundation as well of Philip and 
Mary the king and queen of England, as of the 
Lady Elizabeth Jate queen of England, of bleſſed 
memory, the college hath taken great loſſes by 
the abſence of the keeper or warden, or wardens, 

which nevertheleſs being abſent, nor performing 
any office of a warden, have drawn unto them a 
great part of the revenues of the ſaid college ; we 
do derern1ine, therefore ordain, and will, that the 
warden and felloys, and their ſucceſſors, do con- 
tinually reſide and live in the town or pariih of 
Mancheſter, or in the houſe or houſes collegiate, 
which quickly and by the ſame ſhall be provided; 
we will, that the warden on ſeveral great feaſt 
days, viz. the Nativity of our Lord, Eaſter-day, 
and Whit-Sunday, and the feaſt of the Aſcen- 
ſion, ſhall in due manner celebrate ſolemn prayers 
in the collegiate church of Mancheſter, that the 
fellows do alſo perform their office by courſe, al 
the Lord's Days, except ſome or any of them be 
ſick, or be withholden by the college bufinels, 
or ſhall be'or to be executed. by theſe letters 
patent, or by ſome other reaſonable cauſe ; we 
determine alſo, that the warden make a ſermon 
to the people in the church atoreſaid at the ſeveral _ 
ſaid great feaſt days, and that every fellow. every - 
month by courſe on the Lord's Day, which duty 
if the warden in his duty ſhall negle& to perform, 
he ſhall loſe ten ſhillings of his yearly ſtipend, to 
be paid by the treaſurer or purſe-bearer, which 
ſhall be keeper of the rents, to any fellow or any 
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other. whoſoever maketh the ſermon inſtead of the 5 
warden, and if a, fellow ſhall negleck his courſe 
of preaching, he ſhall loſe ſo often of his annual 
wages, 6s. 8d. after the ſarne manner to be paid | 
to a fellow or any other whoſoever ſhall ſupply in 
his ſtead, yet always provided that the warden and 
fellows, or any of them ſo preſent i in the college, 
or in the church, may permit for humanity's ſake, 
that any ſtranger being a learned divine, and honeſt 
and obedient to the diſcipline of the church of 
England, ſupply his courſe of preaching, ſhall not 
in the mean time be fined in any fine; we alſo 
determine, ordain and will, that for every day 
en which the warden and fellows and their ſuc- 
ceſſors, or any of them at all ſhall not be preſent 
in the town or pariſh ef Mancheſter, ſo that he 
cannot being ſought for, viſit any fick perſon or 
perſons, or perform other offices of piety and 
charity in the ſaid pariſn, the warden ſhall ſo 
often loſe of his whole annual ſtipend, 28. 8d. 
to be paid by the treaſurer to the poor of the 
| town and pariſh, and every fellow for. every day 
ſo often as he ſhall not be in the town or pariſh 
aforeſaid, ſhall looſe for every day 18. 4d. to be 
paid after the ſame manner to the poor of the 
town and pariſh, &c. we will, that the warden. 


and fellows, before they: be able ro give their 


voice in the chapter-houſe, bind-themlelves by 
oath that they will verily obſerve the ſtatutes of 
perpetual reſidence, or in caſe of violation, they 


willingly ſubmit to the penalty thereof, nor that 8 ; 


they will ſeek for a diſpenſation from this oath,

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or uk ſuch offered diſpenſations under the pain of 
perjury, and removing from the 1 (ipſo 
facto) and that they will make known unto the 
treaſurer or burfar how many days they have been 
abſent more than thoſe that are excepted by theſe 
letters patent; yet nevertheleſs we except from the 
preceding ſtatute one hundred days every year 
together, or by ſpace to be taken in, which we 
permit the warden to be abſent, while he goeth

| allow unto every one of the fellows ſeverally, 
5 80 days every year to be numbered as above, and 
to be accepted from the preceding ſtatute, in 
which it ſhall be lawful for any of the fellows to 
be abſent, nor in the mean time to ſuſtain the 
Tofs of 1s.

ſhut up in the common cheſt, with three locks 
at the leaſt, the keys whereof the warden and 
fellows. ſenior and their ſucceſſors, ſhall keep; 
the warden one, the two fellows one, and the 
other ; and we will, that none of the aforeſaid 
writings be taken out of the aforeſaid cheſt here- 
after, without the conſent of the whole chapter, 

nor taken out of the aforeſaid cheſt to be kept 
longer than the ſpace of one month, without lea ve 
already obtained from the Biſhop of Cheſter;

preſents, do grant for our heirs and ſucceſſors that

NAMES or TI WAR D ENS.

FIRST FOUNDATION. 


HOMAS DELAWARE, firſt prieſt and 
parſon of Mancheſter, over whom the 
barony devolved; his elder brother dying without 
iſſue, the pope allowed him to marry for the con- 
tinuance of ſo honourable a family, upon condition 
that he would build a college for ſuch a number 
of prieſts, or fellows, under a warden, as the 
biſhops of Durbam and Litchfield ſhould think 
fir, which he did; firſt purchaſing the mortmain 
or foundation thereof, of King Henry the Fifth, 
in 1422, the gth and laſt of his reign; which 
houſe was founded for a warden, and eight fel- 
lows, whereof two were pariſh prieſts, two canons, 
and four deacons, two clerks and fix choriſters. 
This ſaid Sir Thomas, after he had finiſhed the 
building of the houſe, which coſt him 3ooo!. 
built the chapter-houſe in the church, and beſtow- 


ed great maintenance on the college and to other 
good uſes, to the value of twelve lordſhyps ; and 
inſtalled John — firſt warden thereof.

At his deceaſe he left the biſhop and royalty of 
Mancheſter, and all his lands to his younger 
brother. 
Sir John Huntington, firſt warden after the 


foundation, built the choir with the aiſles on both 


fides; being in length 30 yards, in breadth 20, 
from the great pillars where the organ ſtood, 
towards the eaſt end of the church. He died the 
11th of November 1458, and lies buried in the 
choir before the high altar, where his tomb-ſtone 
is yet to be ſeen, with his picture in braſs in his 
prieſtly garments, with this ſuperſcription, © hic 
Jacer Johannes Huntington, battallurius in decer, 
primus magiſtrum cultodiam illius collegii, qui 
obiit 14th November 1458.” 

Sir John Booth, Biſhop of Exeter, was brother 
to Booth of Barton upon Irwell. In the times of 


King Henry the Sixth, when the civil wars betwixt 


the houſes of York and Lancaſter broke out, he 
took part with King Henry ; as the records of 
the Tower do teſtify, 

Sir Rulph Langley, knight, was the third 
warden of Mancheſter, and ſecond fon to Lang- 
ley of Edgecroft. He was parſon of Preſtwitch, 
made the clock and chimes at Mancheſter, and 


built Oldham church in the year 1476, as appears 
by a deed found in the Tower of London, He 


was buried in Preſtwitch, being the patron of that 
church. The family of the Langleys was extinct 
in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, the laſt of that 
ancient family being Sir Robert Langley; and

Sir James Standley, Biſhop of Ely, and brother 
to Thomas, firſt Earl of Derby, who married 
Margaret, Counteſs of Richmond and Derby, 
and mother to King Henry the Seventh. He 
was warden of Mancheſter, where he built a 
moſt {umptuous chapel on the north ſide of the 
church, 28 yards long, and nine yards broad, 
A ſquare chapel on the north fide of that again. 
He built the ſouth ſide of the wood work in the 
choir, the feats for the warden, fellows, and 

churchmen, being 30 ſeats on both ſides; and 
G 2 | Mr. 
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f Mr. Richard Bexwick, ſome ſay built Jeſus 
Chapel, and the other ſide. This warden lies 


0 buried on the north ſide of the ſaid chapel, in 

; a fair tomb, with his picture in braſs in his pon- 
tifical robes, and the arms of Derby, and his 
biſhopric quartered, with this inſcription * of your 

. charity. Pray for the ſoul of James Stanley, 
ſometimes Biſhop of Ely, and warden of this 
College of Mancheſter, who departed out of this 
world, the 22d day of March, 1525, upon whoſe. 
foul and all chriſtians, the Lord have mercy.” 


Sir Robert Celliſſes, Doctor of Divinity, was 
the fifth warden of Mancheſter. 


Sir George Weſt, brother to Sir Thomas Weſt, 
Lord Delaware, and Lord of the royalty of Man- 
chefter. He builr;a little chapel at the eaſt end 
of the church, very beautiſul, and dedicated it to 
our Lady, called the wardens chapel, after Sir 
John Byrons, now Mr. Chectham's. 


Sir George Colliar, brother to Colliar of 
Colliar, near Stone, in Staffordſhire, was warden 
in King Henry the Eighth's days, but was de- 
prived for refuſing the oath of ſupremacy, and 
not conforming to the times; and the college 
was ſuppreſſed and changed into a vicarage ; and 
{ SirT homas Penketh was vicar during Sir George's 
0 abſence; who retired himſelf to Stone, and there 
lived privately till the firſt year of the reign of 
Queen Mary. She created the foundation of the 

college anew, and ſent Sir George Colliar again 
as den. where he continued till he died. He 
was buried in a little chapel at the eaſt end of 
the church, built by Sir George Welt aforeſaid. T 
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Sir Lawrence Vauſe, born near Blackrod, in 
Lancaſhire, was next warden. But when Queen 
Elizabeth eame to the crown, he, for refuſing the 
oaths, was deprived ; and the Queen granted the 
, wardeni{hip to Mr. William Birch, by her letters 
patent, under the great ſeal, in the ſecond year of 
her reign; and Mr. Vauſe fled beyond ſea; but 
afterwards returning into England, he was appre- 
hended and caſt into priſon for being a prieſt, and 


died in the Gate-houſe, Weſtminſter, 1a great 
nece ſſity. 


Mr. William Birch, was ſecond brother to 
Thomas Birch, of Birch Hall, gent. He had 
a grant from the Queen under the great ſeal of 
England; but ſhe being deſirous to place Mr. 
Thame Herle there, ſent him with a letter to 
Mr. Birch, who reſigned his place. 


Mr. Thomas Herle, a chaplain to the Queen, 
was the next warden. When he came to that great 
benefit, he fold all the lands and tithes, and all 
commodities belonging, (2 few only excepted) 
and the houſe itſelf, to the Earl of Derby, in 
whoſe hands it is now, and granted long leaſes 
of moſt of all the tithes, college lands, and other 
ſpiritual livings to one Killingrew; and Killingrew 
granted it unto the Queen; and ſhe to thoſe that 
are now poſſt ſſed of them, to the utter overthrow 
of that famous right of the college, ſo that he 
left nothing to the maintenance of ſuch a party, 
as in the old foundation had been kept; and alſo 
the Queen called in the old foundation, and 
granted a new one, for a warden, four fellows, 
two pariſh curates, four muſicians, two pariſh 
| clerks, 
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E 
clerks, and four choriſters, though the livings be 
not left for them, and dedicated it to our Saviour 
Chrift; ſo Mr. Herle, when he had done, reſign- 
ed it, and Dr. Wolton ſucceeded in his place. 

Mr. John Wolton, born at Wigan in Lanca— 
ſhire, was inſtalled warden of Mancheſter, but 
continued there a very little time, for ke was called 
to be Biſhop of Exeter in 1579, and Dr. Chad- 
derton ſucceeded in his place. | 


Dr. William Chaddeiton, brother to Mr. 
Chadderton of Nuthurſt, in the pariſh of Man- 
cheſter, biſhop of Cheſter, and inſtalled warden of 
Mancheſter, where he continued till he was re- 
moved to be biſhop of Lincoln; he diminiſhed 
the college living at his departure. 


Doctor John Dee, preſented to be warden by 
Queen Elizabeth, 1596, he was the king's mathe- 
matician in 1606, and died not long after. 

Doctor Richard Murrey, was a Scotchman, 
and the next warden ; he was a dumb miniſter, 
who looked for the loaves and fiſhes, but took 
no care of the flock. | 

Mr. Ricl.ard Heyrick, M. A. was preſented 
warden by King Charles J. 

Nicholas Strafford was next warden, a worthy 
man, and fit for the place. 

Richard Wroe, made warden, May 1it 1584, 
and died warden, January 1ſt 1718. 


Samuel Peploe, Vicar of Preſton, on the re- 
bellion in 1715, took ſo open and decided a 
part in favour of goverament, that he was made 
Waren by King George Iſt. in 1718.

Samuel Peploe, Chancellor and Prebend of 


Cheſter, was made warden on the reſignation of 
his father ia 1738. He was a learned, honeſt, 
worthy, pious, and good man. 


A true Copy of the Foundation of Mancheſter School, 
dated April 1, 1524, in the 16th Year of the 
Reign of Henry the Eighth. 


O all people to whom this preſent writing 

ſhall come to be heard, read or ſeen, Hugh 
Bexwick, Clerk, and Joanna Bexwick, 
widow, ſend greeting in our Lord God ever- 
laſting, that whereas the Right Reverend Father 


in God, Hugh Oldham, late Biſhop of Exeter 


deceaſed ; conſidering the bringing up of chil- 
dren in their adoleſcence, and to occupy them in 


good learning therein, when they ſhall come to 
age and virility, whereby they niay better know, 
love, honour, and dread God and his laws; and 
that the liberal ſcience, or art of grammar, is the 
ground and foundation of all other liberal arts and 
ſcienceswhich ſpring out of the ſame, withoutwhich 
ſcience the other cannot perfectly be had ; for 
ſcience of grammar is the gate by which all other 
are to be learned and known in diverſity of tongues, 
and ſpeeches. Wherefore the ſaid late Reverend 
Father, for the good mind which he had and 
did bear to the county of Lancaſter, conſidering 


the 
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the bringing up of children in learning, virtue, 
and good manners, in the far1e county; it ſhould 
be the key and ground to have good people there 
which have been wanting in the fame, as well for 
the great poverty of the common people there, 
as alſo, becauſe of long time paſt, the teaching 
and bringing up of young children to ſchool, to 
the learning of grammar, hath not been taught 
there for lack of ſufficient ſchool-matters and 
uſhers; therefore that the children of the {aid 
county having pregnant wits, have beea moſt 
brought up rudely and idly, and not in virtue, 
cunning, education, literature, and in good 
manners, and for the good charitable deed by 
the ſaid biſhop, purpoſed and intended as afore- 
ſaid, in the ſame ſhire; hereafter to be had, uſed, 
and clone, (that is to ſay) for grammar there to be 
taught for ever, the ſaid late biſhop of his good 
and liberal diſpoſition, at his great coſt and 
charges, hath within the town of Mancheſter, in 


the county of Lancaſter, built a houſe joining 
to the College of Mancheſter in the welt part, 


and the water called Erke in the north part, and 
the way going from the college into a ftreet called 
the Millgate in the ſouth part, and a ſtone chim— 
ney of George Trafford's of the eaſt part, for a 
Free School to be kept there for evermore, aid 
to be called Mancheſter School; and over and 


above that, for the ſame intent and purpoſe, he, 
as well ar his further expences and charges, pur- 


chaſed a certain leaſe of many years which are 
yer to come of the corn mills of Mancheſter, 


with all the appurtenances, and alſo cauſed other 
lands in Mancheſter aforeſaid, called the Ancoats, 


and a burgage in Millgate to be diſpoſed of, and

converted to and for the uſe of and continuance 
of teaching and learning; he had taught and con- 
tinued in "the ſame ſchool for ever hereafoer, 23 
he declared and ſpecified, and alſo for further 
and ſure continuance and maintenance of the 
ſaid ſchool learning therein to be taught; and 
the ſaid Hugh and Joanna have purchaſed to the 
{ame uſe and intent, and conveyed to us and our 
heirs, and to one Ralph Hulme now deceaſed, all 
the mills, lands, tznements, rents, and rever- 
fions, ſervices and hereditaments contained in 


the charter of the ſchedule, indented, annexed, 


expreſſed and contained, declared and compriſed,

and our council, made, deviſed, ſpecified, and 
contained within the ſcheduje indented, for the 
good maintenance, ſuſtination, for continuance, 
to endure for evermore, that js to ſay, the ſaid 
Lewis and other his joint feoffees aforeſaid, their 
heirs and aſſigns, of the iſſues, revenues, and 
profits coming, ariſing, and growing of the ſaid 
mills, lands, tenements, and other the premiſes 
contained and fpecified in the ſaid deed indented,

Item, that the ſaid ſchool be weekly made 
clean by two poor ſcholars of the ſame houſe,

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thereunto aſſigned by the High Maſter, for the 


time being, or in his abſence by the uſher; the 
ſame ſcholar therefore, to have of every ſcholar 
at his firſt admiſſion, one penny ſterling ; and 
therefore to write in {everal books all the names 
of the icholars that ſy come into the fame ſchool, 
as ſcholars, within that book and books thereof.

Mancheſter, or his deputy, to the intereſts that

Item, the ſaid Hugh Bexwick and Joanna 
Bexwick, dwing their lives and the longer liver 
of them, ſhall name, chuſe and ele a proper 
perſon as ſchooi-maſter, ſo that he, a reli- 
gious man, being an honeſt man, and whole of 
body, and having ſufficient literature and learn- 
Ing to teach children grammar, after the ſchool 
uſe, manner and form of the ſchools of Banbury 
in Oxfordſhire, now there tavghr, which is calied 
Standbridge Grammar, or after ſuch ſchool uſe 
manner and form, as in time to come ſhall be 
ordained univerſally throughout all the province 
of Canterbury.

Item, no ſcholar being at ſchool, ſhall wear any 
dagger, hanger, or other weapons inviſible, nor 
bring into the ſchool, ſtaff or bat, except their 
meat knives. 

Item, that no fcholar there make any affray 
within the ſaid ſchool, upon the maſter or uſher 
or any other ſcholar of the ſame ſchool, upon pain

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BISHOP OLDHAM. 


E was born at Oldham, a village four miles 
from Mancheſter. He was bred in Queen's 


College; was no ill ſcholar, and a good man; 
moſt pious according to, and above the devotion 
of the age he lived in. He was afterwards Biſhop 
of Exeter; a foe to monkiſh ſuperſtition, and a 
ſriend to univerſity learning. Brazen-Noſe col- 
lege in Oxford, and Corpus Chriſti college therein 
will for ever bear witneſs of his bounty to advance 
religion and learning. The town of Mancheſter 
has good cauſe to remember him, who founded 
and endowed a free ſchool therein, with large 
revenues, appointing the warden of the college 
therein, caput ſcholæ. This Biſhop having a 
tough conteſt with the Abbot of Taviſtocke, was 
excommunicated ſor refuſing to ſtand to the de- 
ciſion of the court of Rome. He had formerly 
built a chapel on the ſouth ſide of his cathedral 
at Exeter, and dying excommunicated, was 
buried, not in the church, but brink thereof,

HARLES the ſecond, by the grace of Ged, 
King of England, Scottland, France, and 
Ireland, defender of the faith, &c. &c. to whom 
theſe preſents ſhall come greeting. 
Whereas our truſty and well beloved Hum- 


phery Chetham, late of Clayton, in the County of 


Lancaſter, Eſq; deceaſed, (a perſon of eminet 
Loyalty to his Soverign, and of exemplary pity to 
God, and Charity towards the poor, and good 
affe ction to learnir.g) did by his laſt will and teſt- 
ament in writing, bearing date the ſixteenth day 
of December, which was in the year of our Lord 
God 1651, give and bequeath to George Chetham 
(ſon of his brother James Chetham) the ſum of 
five thouſand three hundred pounds of lawful 
money of England, to the end he ſhould there- 
with (ſo ſoon as conveniently might be) purchaſe 
lands, tenements, rents, and hereditaments, of, 
and for a good and firm eſtate in fee ſimple, of
